There are plenty of indications that the board 
intends to start out ina fresh way by endeayor- 
ing toget the clerical appointments in the 
census burean put under the civil service regn- 
lation The bureau is embraced within the 
interior department, and both Secretary Noble 
and Superintendent Porter are apprehensive 
lest the appointments should slip away 
them through the over-zealousness of the new 
civil service commission to make a showing 

The assistant attorney general assigned 
to the interior department has already 
decided that the act creating 
the census bureau does not indicate that the 
appointment made in the bureau sha}l come 
Within the civil service regulations, but the 
president can overturn this by simply ordering 
the appointments to be nade in the same man- 
ner as the clerical appointments in all the de- 
partments.

Supreme court teday rendered an opinion in 
the case of Chae Chang Ping, appellant, ys. 
Collector of the port of San Francisco. This is 
@ suit brought + test the constitutionality of 
the Scott Chinese exclusion act. Shortly after 
the Scott éxclusion act went into effect, Chae 
Chang Ping returned to the United States

The California courts upheld 
the constitationality of the act, and from this 
dé cision the case comes here on appeal). x his 
courtafiirms that judgment. It holds that 
copgress has the power to abrogate the treaty, 
and in support of that view cites the authori- 
ties of courts on the subject, holding that the 
provriety of such action is not a matter for 
judicial cognizance, bat that it isa matter for 
political deportment. Congress, it says, has 
power to exclude alieus from the country 
whose presence is deemed inimical to our jn- 
terests,

Hels Arraigned ‘ta "“Court— The Grent Ex- 
citement of the People. 

Ravrrien, N, C., May 13.—[Special.|—It is 
a remarkable proof of the law-abiding and law- 
loving character of the people of Raleigh tha 
they have not lynched Father Boyle, the 
priest who so brutally outraged Miss Geneva 
Whitaker last Saturday. There were signs 
last night that lynching was imminent, and 
the police were put on special duty. Nothing 
was done, however. This morning there was 
a great crowd around the city hall, and while 
no threats were made 

FEELING WAS INTENSE. 
Never before were people here so deeply 
stirred. At 10:50 o’clock, Miss Whitaker, 
Boyle’s victim, was brought into the mayor’s 
office. She could searcely walk, and leaned 
upon the arm of her father, ex-Mayor 
Whitaker. She was accompanied by 
her sister. Ina moment after she entered the 
courtroom she fainted and blood poured from 
her nose. A physician was summoned. The 
mayor directed the crowd of people, now 
gr atly excited, to gointo the city hall. At 
least a thous und gathered there. Boyle was 
taken in bya strong police guard. His look 


- was careless, and he showed signs of dissipa- 


tion. Jiis counsel said that the witness could 
not be found, and that Boyle’s family lawyer, 
and also some friends who had been tele- 
graphed for to Philadelphia, had not arrived. 
Ordinarily, said the counsel, a continuance 
would be asked for, but under the circum- 
stances the examination would be waived.

DECISION IN THE MYRA CLARK 
GAINES SUIT, 


WHICH IS BELIEVED WILL BE FINAL. 
The Supreme Court of tho United States 
Tackies the Case Once More—Share of 
the *Heirs—Other Decisions. 


Wasninoton, May 13.—The suvreme court 
today rendered what is believed to be a final 
decision in the famous case of the city of New 
Orleans, appellant, ys. Hattle L. Whitney, 
administratrix of Myra Clark Gaines, deceased. 
The case came up on appeal from the cirenit 
court of the United States for the eastern dis- 
trict of Louisiana, and was argued in the Oc. 
tober tern of the supreme court in 1888. The 
decision today, it is thonght,ends what has prob- 
ablybeen the most interesting, hardest contested 
aud most prolonged litigation known to the 
judicial history of this country. Over thirty 
years ago Justice Wayne, of the United States 
supreme court, said that when the historian of 
the American bar should come to write up the 
case it would be registered as the most remark- 
able inthe history of our courts. Thecase had 
then been before the supreme court five times 
in one form or other, and has now been decided 
as many times again. 

The first suit in the case, brought by Mrs. 
Gaines (then the wife of General Whitney) in 
1834 and since that time decision has followed 
decision in regard toit until it has become a 
byword that tnere was always a Gaines case 
pending. This first suit sought to recover 
what was known asthe Evariste Blanc tract 
in New Orleans. Blane bought the tract for 
about $4.500 from the executors of General 
Daniel Clark, a prominent citizen of New 
Orleans. He sold itand some other land to 
the city of New Orleans for $45,000, and the 
city subdivided the tract and soldit toa num- 
ber of persons for between six and seven hun- 
dred thousand dollars, agreeing to defend all 
questions of title, Mrs. Gaines having a few 
months before claimed it. 

MRS, GAINES’S SUIT. 

The grounds on which Mrs. Gaines set up 
her claim were that she was a child of General 
Clark by a secret marriage between him and 
Zulima Carriere, a woman well known in the 
city. and that General Clark had left a iater 
will than the one under which the property 
was sold. This secrecy formed the basis on 
which|the litigation reyolved, and the case was 
fought with bitterness by both sides. It was 
not until a few years before the war that Mrs. 
Gaines was finally declared to be the legiti- 
mate child,as. well as thelawful heir of General 
Clark. Even then the city of New Orleans 
did not surrender, and after Mrs. Gaines was 
forced to bring suit her dainages. 

In 11881] the circuit court of the United 
states for the Louisiana district gave a judg- 
ment in her favor for $1,925,067, and on appeal 
from this judgment that case today was 
decided. The present case it is generally 
conceded

of law, and it is regarded asa fual settlement 
of the litigation. Mrs. Gaines, fighting to the 
very last for her rights, is ae 1 and so itis 
believed are all her immedinte relatives 
except her daughter-in-taw, Hattie L. Whit- 
nev, in whose name, as administratrix of the 
estate of Mrs. Gaines, the case stands on the 
eourt docket. ‘The award of $1,925,667 made 
to Mrs. Gaines bythe circuit court, was 

made up of two parts. The first part 
was for the amount of $576,707, which repre- 
sents, with interest, the judgment obtained by 
Mrs. Gainesin the suits brought by her 
against over four hundred persons who ocen- 
pied the improved part of the estate sold by 
the city. 

The court, in its opinion, allows Mrs. Gaines 
this amount, with interest at 5 per cent from 
1881, the date of the judgment aw: irded by the 
lower court. Thesecond part of the judg- 
ment was for $1,348,059 and was based on an 
estimate of what the unimproved part of the 
estate would havo yielded if judiciously and 
providently looked after. The master who made 
up the judgment took the pric e the uniimn- 
proved ground sold for tn I 8O7, When a real es- 
tate craze prevailed in New Orie ans, and com- 
puting interest thereon at hea per cent., with 
interest on interest, found that this amount 
should be allowed as. reyenues that should 
have been received from the unimproved part 
of estate. Thesupreme court disallows this 
award of $1,348,959, on the eround 
that it -was based on _ false’ principles 
Justice Bradley rendere dl the decision of 
court, Which Was unanimous, Justice Lamar 
and Chief Justice Fuller were not members of 
the court at the time the case was argued and 
took no part in the decision.

SEIZURES OF FR OPERTY 


the War.—Cuases Before the United 
States Court. 

WASHINGTON, May 14.—The United States 
supreme court affirmed with costs, the judg- 
ment of the supremecourt of appeals of the 
state of West Virginia in the case of David 
Freeman, plaintiff in error, vs. Joseph V. 
Williams. This decision is of some impor- 
tance as the court holds that the parties can- 
not be held liable for the seizures of property 
committed as acts of legitimate warfare dur- 
ing the recent rebellion. The judgment was 
secured in one of the state courts for cattle 
seized by troops under Fitzinugh Lee, of the 
confederate army. A _ bill ef chancery was 
thereupon filed to arrest the enforcement of 
that judgment under provision of the constitu- 
tion of West Virginia declaring that no  per- 
sons on either side shail be liable for acts of 
legitimate warfare. The court below enjoined 
the judgment obtained, and this court aftirms 
that ruling. Opinion by Justice Miller; Jus- 
tice Harlan dissenting. 

Chief Justice Fuller delivered the opinion 
of the court ip the case of William J. Hawk- 
ins, plaintiff in error, vs. John Glenn, 
trustee of the National Express and 
Transportation company. This com- 
pany, in 1856, made an assignment, leav- 
ing little available assets for the creditors ex- 
cept unpaid subseriptions made by the steck- 
holders. An assessment of thirty per cent 
was levied against these stockholders for the 
benefit of creditors, and Glenn, as trustee, 
brotght a large number of suits against per- 
sons in all parts of the union to compel the 
payment of the assessments. The Hawkins 
case was decided in favor of Glenn, 
trustee, in the United States circuit court 
for the eastern district of N« zis: Carolina. This 
court affirms that decision, holding that the 
original stockholders are Ii ab le for the amount 
of ‘their subscriptions, regardless of whether 
or not they have transferred their holdings. 

An opinion was aiso rendered in the 
ease of P. P. Packard, comptroller, etc., 
appellant, vs. the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georwia railroad 
company. By an act of the Tennessee leg- 
islature, Cincinnati, Cumberland Gap and 
Charleston Raiiread com pany was exemp ited 
from taxation. The read was subsequently 
acquired by the East Tennessee company, and 
the latter claimed that the transfer of the 
rights, property and privileges of the 
former company included its grant 
of ns from taxation. The court decides 
the case against the railroad company, Im- 
mun ity fro -_ taxation, it says, is not in itself 

ransferable, its persoval privilege not extend- 
ing beyoud the immediate gramtee unless 
otherwise so declared iu express terms. Opinion 
by Justice Fieid.

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HANGED wUS BU RGLARY. 


The Prisoner Went Threewh Begging For 
an Extension of Life. 

Suetey, N. C., May 13.—[Special.] —Lee 
Carson. alias Charlie Armstrong, colored, was 
hanged here today for burglary. Some time 
last October, Armstrong and his brother en- 
tered the house of Mrs. Angeline Dean at 
night, during her absence, and stole every- 
thing she had. In November the two men 
were arrested for the murder of James Phil- 
beck, and the goods stolen from Mrs. Dean 
were found in their house. Van Canady con- 
fessed to the murder and was taken from the 
county jail on the night of December list and 
iynuched. Armstrong remained in jail until 
February 25d, when he escaped. He wag re- 
arrested April 12, during the sitting of the 
court, tried, convicted and sentenced to be 

HANGED FOR BURGLARY. 

Judge Clarke, presiding judge, is an inno- 
vator, and sentenced the prisoner to be hanged 
on Monday, just thirty days from day of trial. 

Early this morning, people from the sur- 
rounding country commenced gathering at the 
place of execution, and by ten o’clock fully 
five thousand people were present, some of 
them coming as far as fifty miles to see the 
exccution. The prisoner slept remarkably 
well last night, and awoke early, ate heartily 
a breakfast of beefsteak, eggs and biscuits, and 
drank two cups of coffee. As soon as break- 
fast was over, he was given a bath and dressed 
in his burial clothes, when his spiritual adviser 
was admitted and stayed over an hour. Arm- 
strong held up well. At ten o’clock Sheriff 
Hamrick 
REMOVED THE SHACKLES FROM THE PRISONER, 
and placed him in a wagon accompanied by a 
guard and carried him tothe gallows, a mile 
and a quarter from town. The scaffold was 
erected in an old field, and after mounting it, 
Rev. J. E. Harbeson conducted religious ex- 
ercises, after which Armstrong addressed the 
crowd for nearly an hour. He said he had be- 
gun in crime by stealing a quarter from his 
brother. From this he descended in deeper 
crime,but he hadjnever committed murder. He 
had stolen from a number of houses and stores, 
had broken into two freight trains on the 
Charlotte, Columbia and Augusta, and had 
set fire to several buildings. He did not think he 
ought to be hung for what he did. He had ruined 
himself by coming to Cleveland county, but 
hoped he was better off. His continued down- 
fall was due to gambiing, and not to drinking 
whisky. He thanked the jailer, the sheriff 
and the guards for their continued kind tredt- 
ment. He kneltin prayer and prayed for five 
minutes, .As the sheriff commenced pinioning 
his arms he fainted, caused by the great ex- 
citement and intense heat. He quickly recov- 
ered, nnd, as the black cap was adjusted, he 
begged the sheriff 

LONG AND PITEOUSLY FOR HIS LIFE, 

and after the props had been rem oved, he 
called the sheriff to him again and begged him 
to release him. ‘The sheriff told him he could 
do nothing, and Armstrong asked time to re- 
peat the Lord’s prayer. When the prayer was 
finished, he said, ‘‘Lord, Jesus, have mercy,’’ 
and at 11:31 the piatform was withdrawn and 
his body fell four feet with a thud. There 
was no perceptible motion for two minutes, 
when his hands dropped and the body twitched 
several times. Five minutes afterthe body 
dro ppre -d the pulse registered one hundred and 

eighty, andin eight minutes the physicians 
pronounced ine dead. The body hung for 
twenty-six minutes, when it was cut down 
and interred about®™ hundred yards from the 
gallows. The neck was broken by the fall, 
whia was four feet. The execution was the 
first in this county since 1885, and was wit- 
nessed by the largest crowd ever seen here.

Foreign 
and home mission work must stand together. 

Dr. G. A. Nunnally said that as a simple pa- 
triot, a man should support the gospe! m the 
country; that it was the grandest factor in 
elevating the land. 

Rev. Dr. 8S. A. Hayden, of Texas, editor of 
the Texas Baptist Herald, was called upon, 
and he spoke of the condition of the German 
and Swedish population. ' 

Dr. Lansing Barioughs offered the follow- 
ing resolution, to be added to the committce’s 
report, which was adopted: 

Re-olved, That the home mission board be 
directed to examine carefully into the expediency 
of opening stations and vecupying the territories of 
New Mexico and Arizona. 

Then followed the regular order—the recep- 
tion of fraternal messages. Dr. Grifiith, sec- 
retary of the American. Baptist Pubiication 
society, and Colonel C. H. Barnes, treasurer of 
the society, were present. 

Dr. Hoyt, of South Carolina, offered a reso- 
lution expressing the thanks to the American 
Baptist Publication society for its universal 
kindness and practical generosity to the 
churches embraced within the convention’s 
limit. Adopted. 

Dr. W. E. Hatcher then offered a resolution 
that the president appoint delegates te attend 
the annual meeting of the society. Adopted. 

Dr. Burrows, of Virginia, offered a resolution 
thatthe ‘“‘American HKaptist Publication so- 
ciety be invited to hold its next meeting with 
this convention.”’ 

Considerable debate followed upon this reso- 
lution and a subsequent motion to refer the 
same to a committee.

Professor Broadus addressed the convention, 
saying: ‘Politeness never hurt anybody yet, 
that l ever heard of. Suppose we try it now 
as an experiment.’’ He then announced that 
there would be three short addresses upon the 
condition of the Southern Baptist theological 
seminary at Louisville. 

The tirst speaker under this head was Rev. 
E. H. Kerfoot, treasurer of the seminary. 
After epitomizing briefly the history of the in- 
stitution, he went into a detailed statement of 
its financial status, iis needs, and its future 
purposes. His oration was beautiful and an 
impressive tribute to the memory ofits late 
president, Dr. Boyce.

NO COMPETITION. 
Does the Western Union Control the Postal 
Telegraph Company? 

Macon,Ga.May13.—[Specia!.]—If reports be 
trus that come from a semi-official source in 
the Western Union Telegraph company, 
Georgia and no other state traversed by the 
lines of the Postal Telegraph and Cable com- 
pany, are liable to receive any benefit from the 
establishing of another compeny. It has been 
generally thought that the Postal was coming 
south to compete with the Western Union for 
business, and would be a rival line. This does 
not seem to be the case, however. 

It is claimed that the two lines are already 
consolidated, and that the Western Union 
really owns the Postal. It is further stated that 
the Western Union has paid alarge sum to the 
Postal projectors to obtain this organization. 
It is claimed that the Western Union, after so 
long a time, recognizes the necessity existing 
for competition in this section, and proposes 
to be the means to furnish the opposition, and 
intends to cover the country both on the rail- 
ways and along the public roads. The wires 
of the Postal are being run toa large extent 
along the public road. 

Persons in authority to know say that the 
Western Union wil] control the Postal just 
like it did the old Southern line, and hopes by 
having two companies in operation in this 
section that any third company, of real oppo- 
sition, will beintimidated from establishing 
its lines in the south

THE BLIND TIGER. 


WHOSE PRESENCE IS AGITATING 
ROME, 


The Erazen Sale of Spirituous Liquors in 
Kome-—-The Prohibitionists Fail to Sus- 
tain the Mayor.

‘These persons who are making the most 
fuss in the matter sit by with their hands 
folded and do not help to have the law en- 
forced. The mayor is no detective to go out 
and hunt up these gases. If citizens know of 
violations of the law, why don’t they report 
them, and whenever acase is proven 1 will 
guarantee to punish the violators. The difti- 
culty is in getting proof enough to convict.” 

A REMARKABLE STATEMENT.

Do you know, Mr. Editor, that I have often 
heard it said thata man in Rome could ap- 
proach a lamp postin daylight, upon either 
side of which might be leaning a negro and a 
policeman, and that he. could there purchase 
from the negro a flask of liquor and the police- 
man would never see the transaction. ] don’t 
know that such a statement is literally true, 
but this do know that our 
ofticials, who _ license, and our police 
who visit those open-door bar- 
rooms furnished as so-called temperance sa- 
loons, must think the religious and temperance 
people of Rome area mighty set of assinine 
fools if they expect us to believe that the only 
trade of those places is the soda water slops 
and sweet potato cider, or else our officials and 
police are more stupid than so many straw- 
stuffed scarecrows, not to be able to detect the 
true state of their traffic, when any negro boy 
ten years of age can, when furnished witha 
quarter, enter any oné of them and come out 
in {ve minutes with a bottle of whisky. 

AN EDITORIAL WARNING. 

The Tribune has taken the subject up with 
Spirit, and in an editorial headed *‘Prohibition- 
ists to Blame,’’ says: 

If there isa lamentable weakness in the execus 
tion of the prohibition law in Rome. nobody is more 
nF blamed foritthan the prohibitionists thent- 
selves. 

Of course it is the duty of the mayor and police to 
execute the law with or without the moral support 
ofthe community, but at the same time it is neither 
just normanly for those who have won a hard 
fight, to. withhold their active and substantial sup- 
port from theofficials whom they have chosen to 
gaa the law, framed in accordance with their 
will, 

Since the passage of the prohibition statute, two 
years ago, the prohibtionists of Rome have been 
fastasivep. They have seemed to feel their mission 
ended and their duty done. They have not held 
up tne hargdsof the mayorin his earlier vigor of 
execution, and few ot them therefore have any 
right to throw stones at him now. ‘The mayor has 
sat in his court surrounded by the enemies 
of the law who applauded when & 
violator was cleared, and «hissed when 
one wasconvicted, while nota friend of the law 
stood near to encourage its execution. The 
very men who madethe law have protested and 
signed petitions tora commutation of fino when 
vigorous punishment was meted out to offenders, 
And while the opponents of the law as it stands 
have been consistently active in thwarting it and 
in moulding opinion against it, the drowsy victors 
in the contest of **’87’’ have crept into thelr shells, 
and allowed the talking and the thinking and the 
moulding to be done by the other side, 

While this shameful apathy to a great cause docs 
not relieve sworn officials of the obligation to ad- 
minister the law, it certainly divides the blame of 
non-enforcement between the officials and the 
makers of thelaw. Asa maticrof fact and right, 
every citizen of Rome is moraily bound at least to 
aid and co-onerate with the offieers of the law in 
bringing offienders to justice. It is eminently true, 
asthe mayor says, that it isnoeasy matter to con- 
vict the men who violate the law, and the Tribnnein 
justice and in frankness, does not hesitate to say to 
the friends of this Jaw that, if they fee! outraged in 
its violation, they mustlend a vigorous hand to 
help in ferreting out the offenders. 

Then if the mayor will say to his policemen that 
these openly alleged abuses must cease, and that if 
the present force cannot destroy them be will find 
others to do the work, we feel sure there will be a 
yreatchangein the @aw-defiant atiitude of the 
blind tigers in Rome.

This 
has been done, and with unanimity Colonel 
Hawkins’s proposition is accepted as the 
best.

The 
Americus Investment company now has 
about 135 miles of road stretching from Lou 
vale to Abbeville on the Altamaha.

readily supplied by mills in Georgia and 
Louisiana, and now the farmers of Louisiana 
pledge themselves to take two million yards 
more, making six milijon yards for the three 
states. 

This action definitely settles the jute 
trust trouble. Even if the farmers of no 
other cotton state were to move in the mat- 
ter—though they will all fall into line 
heartily—the jute trust would be destroyed. 
The loss on the sales of six million yards 
would cut such a hole in thé profits of the 
combine that the mills which have stocks 
on hand would be glad to sell jute bagging 
to the farmers at 2 greatly reduced price; 
but the allianee men are pledged not to buy 
jute bagging on any terms, so that the bag- 
ging trust may be said to have crawled into 
avery deep hole and pulled it in after 
them. 

But the alliance movement is 
reaching than any attempt to break up the 
jute trust could be. It contemplates hap- 
pier results than the mere breaking up of a 
jute bagging combine; it contemplates the 
creation of a new market for the jower 
grades of cotton which will be used inthe 
manufacture of bagging; and it will, in 
fact, give to the south a new industry. 

The exchanges and the cotton insurance 
companies appear to favor the change, and 
there seems to be no reason whatever why 
the southern cotton planters should not for- 
ever give up the use of coolie bagging.

Yesterday Comptroller-General Wright de- 
clined to accept the return of premium re- 
ceipts made by the Imperial Life Insurance 
company, of Detroit, Mich., in the Georgia 
department, because the valuation was only 
9 per thousand for Georgia, while it is $17 
per thousand in New York.

Yesterday morning he left the hote), and he 
‘gs still in the city, and expresses an intention 
to remaln in Atlanta. He looked pretty badly 
travel-worn, when seen by a CONSTITUTION 
reporter yesterday, and seemed to be rather 
down-hearted. He applied to several banks 
and tried to raise some funds on checks that 
he had, but being disappointed, he went to 
Mr. John H. James and tried to get some 
money on a little over a hundred dollar's 
worth of stock of the Central bank block 
which he had in his possession. 

Mr. James referred him to the officers of the 
association, and be applied to them. The 
stock was held in his wife’s name, and the 
officers decided that it was not negotiable un- 
less the transfer was signed by Mrs. Atwood. 
Several membersof Comanche tribe, Improved 
Order of Red Men, of which Mr. Atwood is a 
member, were with him vesterday afternoon, 
and will endeavor to assist him in every man- 
ner possible, during his present straits. 

MR. ATWOOD TALKS, 

“T have gota bad case of mother-in-law,” 
said he yesterday, ‘‘and she was the cause of 
my separation from my wife,’’ 

“Did you leave her?” 

‘She refused to live with me, and would not 
let me have any money. I made up my mind 
that I would not live with her any longer, so I 
left herin Cincinnati and came here, The 
first night I spent in the woods, but I finally 
took the train for the south, and I am here to 
stay until I make a thousand dollars.” 

“What will you dothen?”’ 

‘‘T expect to get on the first train and go 
west—go just as far west as 1 can—and begin 
life anew.” 

“You will not return to your wife?’’ 

‘No; she don’t know nor care where I am, 
and I shall go iton my own hook for awhilee 
It is all caused by my mother-in-law. I tell 
you, I’ve got a bad case of mother-in-law.”’ 

A CHECKERED CAREER. . 

C.S. Atwood has hada rather varied ca- 
reer. He came south from his birthplace in 
Massachusetts some years ago, and stopped 
for awhile at Nashville, whence he removed 
to Atlanta. 

He was a fine practical printer, and a man 
of enthustustic temperament and untring 
energy. Four years ago he formed a joint 
stock company and started the Evening Cap- 
itol, a bright and breezy little paper 
that made friends and money right along. 
But its prosperity was not lasting, and at last 
it went under. | 

Mr. Atwood grieved a great deal over its 
failure, and made several attempts to repair bis 
broken fortunes, but none of his plans suce 
ceeded, and he grew more despondent. Fi- 
nally he became convinced that he was _con- 
verted and called to evangelistic Work. 

For seyeral weeks he remained in Atlanta, 
and during the timé immediately preceding 
his departure he addressed several congrega- 
tions in different parts of the city. 

Finally he decided to go to -Cincinnati and 
engage in the job printing business, and he and 
his family removed to that city about two 
months ago. Nothing has been heard from 
him until his arrival here Saturday, 

HIS MENTAL CONDITION. 

It is the opinion of Mr. Atwood’s friends 
that his mind is unbalanced, and yesterday his 
brother Red Men notified the police to look 
out for him. Chief Connolly told his men to 
look after the matter, but not to make any 
arrest unless he showed some signs of violence 
or boisterousness; or unless a warrant was 
sworn out for his appreheusion. 

As he was quiet and showed no indications 
of doing anything out of the way, he was net 
arrested. All those who know Mrs. 
Atwood feel assured that Mr. At- 
wood is the victim of some ha'e 
lucination in regard to her and her mother, 

The Red Men will look after him, and it is 
possible that he may be subjected to a judicial 
investigation in regard to his mental condi- 
tion. His trouble is evidently the result of 
worry over his financial troubles, and no man 
who knew him in brighter days will be lacking 
in sympathy for one on whom the hand of fate 
has been so heavy.

It s said Mr. Weisiger declined the over- 
ture and cast Augusta’s vote for Savannah. ~ Au- 
gusta’s drummers are entitle | to exercise their own 
choice in voting between Atlanta and Savannah, 
but it is rather a bad showing when Auyusta’s 
drummers will not stand up first for Augusta. 

In justice to President Weisiger, of the 
Augusta association, it can be said that the 
man who gave the Chronicle its information 
was misinformed if he was told that Atlanta, 
out of pique, was willing to combine to defeat 
Savannah. No such proposition was made 
President Weisiger, for the simple reason that 
the Atlanta delegation agreed that under the 
circumstances the temporary w*adquarters of 
the association should be located in Savannah, 
which city had originated the idea of forming 
the Southern association and had called the 
convention. Every city represented agreed 
that Savannah was entitled to the temporary 
headguarters. Atlanta was thoroughly satis- 
fied to secure the next convention and left 
Savannah in the best of spirits. President 
Weisiger presided over the convention with 
reinarkable ease and was probably the most 
popular manin the conwention. Augusta has 
no cause to complain of the manner of the 
city’s representation by her delegation.

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POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 


WHAT THEY DID AT THEIR MEETING 
YESTERDAY. 


Policemen Petition to Have Their Sentences 
Suspended—All About a Little Game at 
Cards—Police Reports. Ete. 


Last evening the police commissioners met 
in Chief Connolly’s office. 

A petition was read from Patrolman J. W. 
Veal, askingshat he be relieved of a tive days’ 
suspension imposed upon him by Chief Con- 
nolly for talking with citizens while on duty. 

Mr. Lester moved to fable the petition. 

Mr. Brown objected, and said: ‘Mr. Chair- 
man, I trust no such gag law will be perpe- 
trated on this body. I’m notin favor of hay- 
ing the commission override a request like 
this. Here isa respectful petition that has 
been sent in, and I -feel like it is my sworn 
duty to investigate the matter.”’ 

‘Well, Mr. Brown, this case was fully in- 
vestigated by the chief, and on that he was 
suspended.”’ 

‘But I consider that Iam amenable to this 
board as well as any officer. 1 feel like that 
we ought not to let these men, besides being 
servants, be our masters also. The chief is 
not infallible, neither isa captain or a sergeant, 
I only say this in justice to the officers. We 
ought not to take the bread out of the mouths 
of this man’s family without giving him a 
chance to explain the matter.” 

“IT have seen enough to suspend Mr. Veal 
several times since then,’”’ said Mr. Lester, 
‘‘and I move to table the petition.”’ 

‘‘My opinion is that we need police discip- 
line,’”’ said Mayor Glenn. 

ANOTHER PETITION, 

It was then decided to have the other peti- 
tion of R. J. Hitson read. He was suspended 
for five days for disrespeetful conduct to his 
superior otlicer, Captain Wright. 

Mayor Glenn said that he was in favor of 
tabling Hitson’s petition, because he did not 
deny the offense, but would Jike to hear Mr. 
Veal’s statement. 

Captain English said that he had seen 
enough talking done by Mr. Veal already to 
warrant his suspension. 

Mr. Veal was allowed, on motion of Mr. 
Stephens, to make bis statement. He set out 
to explain that he had walked his beat as reg- 
ularly and attended to his business as strictly 
as anybody. On the day in question he had 
met Mr. Strickland, who proposed,in confis 
dence, to tell the officer where there was gam- 
ing going on upon his beat. Afterward, he 
had followed the clew and Strickland gave 
him notice in time for him to locate the 
gambling. 

‘Did you report the matter to your ser- 
geant ?”’ 

“1 did.” 

‘Who was he?” 

“Sergeant Thompson. Strickland came to 
me again yesterday and toid me it was going 
on again.” 

“Did you report it to your sergeant again ?”’ 

‘*T did, and told him 1 would show an olticer 
the place and let him see for himself.”’ 

‘‘Why did you not enter the building ?”’ 

‘Because, I felt like that had cost me 
enough already.” 

‘*‘W hat did your sergeant say ?’’ 

‘“‘He said he had talked to the captain 
wbout it, and it was none of his affair.’’ 

“Where was the gambling going on?” 

“Tn the rear of a building on Broad street. 

FIRST-CLASS GAMESTERS. 

‘Did you see the people?” 

"“T did.” 

‘'Who were they?” 

‘They were among the first-class people of 
Atlanta.”’ 

This caused a general stir in the board, 
and Captain English suggested that 
a full investigation be inade 
of the case. 

A vote was then taken on the Hitson case. 
Mr. Brown said that he was in favor of having 
the case investigated, and insisted that the 
yeas and nays be called. 

The yeas were Glenn, Brotherton, Lester 
and English, and the nays were Brown and 
Lester, and petition was tabled. 

STRICKLAND’S STATEMRT. 

Mr. C. F. Strickiand was then put upon 
the stand, and he verified Patrolman Veal’s 
story. He was closely questioned, and 
he reiterated the statements in 
regard to the gambling going 
on in a certain building - between 
Broad and _ Pryor _ streets, He de- 
clined to tell the commissioners where the 
house was, but said he had told the sergeants, 
among them Sergeant Curtright. The wit- 
ness had only been here three weeks, and had 
given the information for the purpose of 
showing himself capable of doing police work 
so that he could get a position on the force, 

Mr. Veal was re-examined, and stated that 
the gambling was going on in the rear of the 
‘Two B’s,’’ on Marietta street. He said that 
he had told Sergeant Thompson about the 
matter just as they were falling into line, and 
he could not remember the sergeant’s reply. 

THE OFFICERS TESTIFY. 

Sergeant Thompson was put upon the stand, 
and explained why he had reported Mr. Veal. 
He had seen the latter talking with Mr, Strick- 
land some ten minutes. Hie verified Mr. Veal’s 
testimony as to the latter having informed him 
of the gambling place, but said that the reason 
be had not made a raid was because he knew 
it was no use to attempt such a thing in uni- 
form. 

Captain Wright said he had been lenient 
with Mr. Veal because the latter complalned 
of his bullet wound, and he felt asympathy for 
the officer. Captain Wright had put little con- 
fidence in the report of the gambling going on, 
and that was one reason why he had not 
rroceeded to investigate the matter at once. 
le went to work to get the special men in 
shape for next Sunday, asthe hour was kate 
when the information was given him, and he 
understood that Sunday was the only time 
that the gambling was done.”’ 

THE SENSATION SUBSIDES. 

‘T would like toask this gentieman what 
sort of a game that was. I’m at the first of it, 
and I want to catch on,” said Captain Couch. 

‘Well, sir, [could only see them playing 
pool and billiards and bandling~ money,” 
answered Strickland. : 

‘What room is that—I—I—why, isn’t that 
Concordia hal) ?”’ asked Mayor Glenn. 

‘*That is it,’’ said Mr. Lester. ‘‘Why that is 
a private hadl and is used as a place of amuse- 
ment for members only.”’ 

Then a smile burst gradually over the 
solemn faces of the august commissioners, and 
when the yeas and nays were called on tabling 
Mr. Veal’s petition and sustaining Chief Con- 
nally, there were—yeas, English, Lester, 
Stephens, Brotherton and Glenn; Days, 
Brown. 

Charles C. Simmons, patrolman, tendered 
his resignation, which was accepted. 

POLICE REPORTS. 

Chief Connolly read reports from Captains 
Couch, Wright and Manly, in which the 
police were complimented for the faithful dis- 
charge of their duties, observance of discipline, 
and attention to the condition of uniforms and 
accotrements. Patrolman Pool was especially 
complimented for catching two noted burglars, 
Tom Davis and Will Morris. 

There were for the. month 863 arrests, 120 
state cases and 743 city cases. There were 69 
state cases prosecuted, 46 released, sent to 
other counties 5. City cases fined, 446; dis- 
missed, 231; contipued, 66. 

There were 3/8 white men, 337 negro 
men; 40 white and 108 negro women 
arrested. The fines amounted to 
$2,947, of which $1,517.50 was collected 
$1,142 being worked out and $1,375-remitted 
by the mayor. Stationhouse fees amounted to 
$32.20. 

In his report Chief Connolly stated that the 
improvements at the stationhouse have made 
it possible to keep it clean and comfortable, 
and that the men are better disciplined, and 
the addition of sergeants had added much to 
the efficiency of the force. 

It was agreed to detail an officer to keep 
order at Ponce de Leon. 

William Cossells was sworn in as a patrol- 
man. 

CHANGING THE BEATS. 

The question of changing the beats came up, 
and Captain English was in favor of keeping 
the men on their beats, as the men would be 
more likely to drop on to violations of the law 
on a beat with which he is familiar than other- 


wise. 

Captain Brotherton thought that if there 
were some beats harder than others, the men 
ought,to be changed occasionally, so a8 to give 
every man a chance to get the benefit of the 
soft places. 

‘“We have had the best police work during 
the present month than has ever been done 
before. And Mr. Hirsch remarked to me

on the force that he ever saw. In taking the 
measure for their uniforms he did not smeil 
liquor on a single man.”’ 

Captain Wright was not in favor of chang- 
ing the beats. Neither was Captain Couch. — 

“IT always want to pick my finest men and 
put them on the front, so as to make a better 
show. Now, the responsibility of a burglary 
rests upon these men, whereas it would be 
divided up among six. I think the psesent 
system is fully satisfactory,’’ said the latter. 

‘I would like to have the watches changed,” 
said Captain Manly, ‘‘so as to give us a chance 
for day work occasionally. I’ve got this to 
say, we've got the finest police force in the 
country.”’ 

It was decided to postpone action on the 
matter. The complaint that the sergeants in 
marching their men out crowded citizens and 
ladies off the sidewalks, was referred to the 
officers. 

A. resolution was adopted that no officer or 
supernumerary below No. 15 be allowed to go 
on duty after May 20 unless in fall uniform. 

A PATROLMAN ELECTED. 

On the question of filling the vacancy cansed 
by the resignation of Officer Simmons, Mr. 
Lester put in nomination Mr. Langford, who 
was left off the force by some mistake in the 
last election. 

Captain Brotherton was in favor of also put- 
ting on Mr. Looney for the same reason.

TIKEY NEED NOT PAY. 


A FAMOUS GEORGIA CASE DECIDED 
BY THE SUPREME COURT, 

The Bondsmen of the Late Frank Gray, as Admin 
istrators, Are Relieved by the United States 
Supreme Court—It Reverses a Former Decision. 

The famous Veach-Rice case has been de- 
cided by the United States supreme court. 

The court reverses the decision of the court 
below. 

And Mr. Frank Gray’s bondsmen are not 
responsible for the sixty thousand dollars, as 
decided by the specia! master. 

This case is one of great interest to a great 
many people. Thecase in the supreme court 
was entitled James M. Veach et al. vs. Rice 
and wife, an appeal from the decision of Judge 
Pardce and the special master. 

The facts in the case seem to be: 

Rice married the daughter of the late Kast 
Tumlin, who died in 1875, in Bartow county. 
Frank P, Gray, Tumlin’s son-in-law, and John 
A. Erwin were appointed his administrators. 
After serving eight or nine months, Erwin 
resigned, and Frank P. Gray was appointed 
successor, giving anew bond. The joint bond 
of Gray and Erwin was in the sum of $60,000. 
James M. Veach, J. J. Howard, A. W. Méch- 
ell, Dr. Benham, with others, were upon this 
joint bond. During this joint administration 
a large part of this estate, to-wit, the lands, 
was distributed in kind among the heirs of 
Lewis Tumlin. 

After Frank P, Gray became sole adminis- 
tratorhe went on administering the estate, 
which was inyolved in a great deal of litiga- 
tion, and at the end of five or six years of his 
administration Rice and wife, of Nashville, 
Tenn., filed a bill in the United States court 
in Atlanta, charging various frauds and im- 
proper appropriations of the sole administra- 
tion by Gray. 

A special master was appointed to take 
charge of this, and after about two years he 
made a report, holding that Gray was liable to 
the estate in the sum of $60,000, principal, in- 
terest and cost: and holding further that the 
securities on the joint bond, who had been 
discharged by the ordinary when Erwin 
resigned, were liable, notwithstanding that 
discharge, for all the delinquencies of Frank 
P. Gray in his sole administration. 

This presented the main matter of dispute 
in the case. Quite a large number of intricate 
questions arose in the case besides this main 
one. 

Judge Pardee affirmed the report of the 
auditor, and from this decres of the court 
James M. Veach, A. W. Mitchell and others 
took an appeal to the United States supreme 
court. The case went to this court about five 
years ago and has been watched with great 
anxiety by the parties and their friends ever 
SiIncs.
